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PREFACE. 


The  following  pages  contain  a  selection  from  the  Gene- 
alogical Notes  made  b}'  my  uncle,  Nathaniel  C4ooDwrs', 
from  time  to  time  after  his  appointment  to  the  office  of 
Judge  of  Probate  for  the  district  of  Hariford,  in  1833.  and 
prepared  for  publication  by  him  during  the  last  three  or  four 
of  the  latter  jears  of  hi*s  life.  They  were  not  designed  by 
him  to  be  complete  genealogies  even  of  the  families  which 
are- treated  of,  but,  as  the  title  indicates,  genealogical  notes 
to  assist  others  in  tracing  out  their  family  histories.  Mr. 
Goodwin  had  beg-un  to  print  the  work,  making  liis  final  cor- 
rections as  the  proof-sheets  were  brought  to  him,  and  had 
proceeded  as  far  as  page  68,  when  the  printing  was  suspend- 
ed, as  he  hoped  temporarily,  by  a  severe  attack  of  disease, 
but  as  the  event  proved,  finally,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned, 
by  his  death.  At  his  request,  made  a  few  days  before  his 
death,  and  the  desire  of  his  executors,  the  manuscripts 
were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Henry  Barnard,  LL.  D., 
President  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  who  had 
rendered  my  uncle  similar  aid  in  his  former  publications,  to 
see  through  the  press;  but  the  pressure  of  iiis  engagements 
obliged  him,  after  the  supervision  of  some  fifty  pages,  to 
relinquish  ail  further  care  of  the  work,  beyond  preparing  a 
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memoir  of  the  author's  life,  and  the  immediato  charge  of 
the  publication  devolved  on  Charles  J.  Hoadlt.  Esq.,  late 
Librarian  of  Trinity  College,  and  now  State  Librarian. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  man  to  enter  into  the  labors  of 
another  in  matters  of  this  kind,  and  to  harmonize  memo- 
randa differing  sometimes  in  date  and  substance  with 
regard  to  the  same  facts,  particularly  when  the  original 
sources  whence  the  information  was  gathered  are  not  indi- 
cated. Probably  many  of  the  blanks  in  the  following 
genealogies  would  have  been  filled  out,  had  Mr.  Goodwin 
lived  to  finish  the  work  himself,  but  no  pains  have  been 
spared,  to  supply  missing  dates  from  the  large  mass  of 
manuscript  notes  left  by  my  uncle,  and  to  add  some  from 
other  reliable  sources. 

.  The  undersigned  would,  in  conclfision,  express  his  thanks, 
and  the  thanks,  he  doubts  not,  of  many  others  interested 
in  inquiries  of  this  sort,  to  both  of  the  gentlemen  above 
named,  for  their  cooperation  in  carrying  this  work  through 
the  press,  as  another,  although  imperfect,  contributio]i  to 
this  department  of  literature,  from  one  who  had  devoted 
many  years  to  its  preparation.

Nathaniel  Goodwin,- — whose  accurate  contributions  to  the 
genealogical  literature  of  New  England  entitle  biin  to  an  honor- 
able remembrance,  not  only  among  professed  antiquarians,  but  by 
all  who  desire  to  see  the  restless  habits  of  our  people  corrected  by 
a  stronger  infusion  of  family  and  local  attachments,  whicli  gene- 
alogical studies  are  calculated  to  foster — was  bom  in  Hanford, 
Connecticut,  on  the  5th  of  March,  1782;  the  youngest  child  of 
Nathaniel  Goodwin,  and  Anna  [Sheldon]  Goodwin,  the  daughter 
of  Deacon  Isaac  Sheldon. 

His  ancestor  on  the  father's  side,  was  of  the  old  New  England 
Puritan  stock — the  names  of  the  brothers  "William  and  Ozias 
Goodwin,  being  inscribed*  on  the  stone  monument  erected  to 
the  memory  of  the  early  settlers  of  Hartford,  in  the  ancient 
burying-ground  of  the  First  Church  in  Connecticut,  where  Mr. 
Thomas  ^Hooker,  "the  light  of  the  Western  Churches,''  fii-st 
ministered;  Ozias  Goodwin,  and  Ids  elder  brother  William 
Goodwin,  w^ere  of  that  "  goodly  company  "  of  men,  women,  and 
children,  who  in  June,  163.3  or  1636,  left  Newtown,  Ne-.v  Cam- 
bridge, and  other  settlements  in  the  seaboai-d  of  Massachusetts,  to 
plant  a  new  colony  on  the  ''delightful  bank:"  of  the  Conntciicut. 
Mr.  William  Goodwin  was  a  man  of  mark  in  liis  day.  He  was 
admitted  a  freeman  of  Ma^sacliiisetts,  at  Cambridge,  in  November, 
1632,  and  was  a  member  of  the  tlrst  General  Court  in  that

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province  at  whicli  delegates  attended,  held  in  May,  1634.  Gov. 
Winthrop  in  his  journal  speaks  of  hira  as  a  very  reverend  and 
godly  man,  being  an  elder  in  the  congregation  of  Nevrtown" — in 
Cambridge.  In  1636,  he  was  commissioned  with  Mr.  Samuel 
Stone,  to  negotiate  for  the  grant  of  the  land  where  Hartford  now 
stands,  from  Sunckquasson,  Sachem  of  Suckiauge,  and  grand  pro- 
prietor of  the  lands  of  this  region.  ^  He  was  one  of  tlie  trustees 
of  Gov.  Hopkins'  will — and  in  the  dissensions  about  church 
membership,  baptism,  and  discipline  v/nich  convulsed  the  church 
of  Hartford  and  TTethersfield,  in  1659,  he  sided  with  tlie  Rev. 
jMr.  Russell,  of  the  church  at  the  latter  place ;  and  with  Gov. 
Webster,  Mr.  AYliiring,  Mr.  Culick,  Mr.  Barnard  and  others, 
removed  to  Hadlev,  and  founded  there  a  church  of  wliich  he  be- 
came ruhng  elder,  as  he  had  previously  been  in  the  church  at 
Hartford.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Farmington,  where  he 
died  in  1673,  leaving  one  daughter  who  married  John  Crow,  of 
Hartford.  Mr.  Goodwin's  homestead,  in  the  original  distribution 
of  the  to\^Ti  of  Htirtford  among  the  settlers,  in  1639,  embraced 
three  acres — "  abutting  on  the  highway,  lying  at  the  North  side 
of  the  Hiveret,  leading  from  the  pahsado  to  Sentinel  Hill" — and 
included  the  site  on  which  "Wadsworth  Atheneum,  with  the 
Library  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  now  stands. 

Mr.  Ozias  Goodwin  did  not  sympathize  with  his  brother  in  his 
peculiar  views  as  to  church  membership,  and  discipline,  so  far 
as  to  feel  constrained  to  go  out  from  his  brethren  in  the  church  at 
Hartford,  but  continued  to  reside  there,  where  he  became  the 
progenitor*  of  most  of  the  name  now  in  this  section  of  the  State. 
His  home-lot  was  located  on  the  west  side  of  what  is  now  Trum- 
bull street,  and  on  both  sides  of  Church  street  as  since  laid  out 

Nathaniel  Goodwin,  the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir, 
was  a  merchant  in  Hartford,  and  died  in  1782,  a  few  weeks  before 
this  son  was  bom.  The  children  were  placed  under  the  guariUan- 
ship  of  Capt.  Ebenezer  Barnard,  at  that  time  a  resident  of  Berlin, 
but  who  afterwards  removed  to  Hartford,  where  he  died  in  1827. 
The  guardian  appears  to  have  aimed  to  secure  a  g<X)d  education  for 
his  wards — both  Nathaniel  and  liis  older  brother  .Tames,  having

be^n  sent  to  the  Academv  at  Pliiinfield,  at  that  time  second  to 
none  other  in  Connecticut.  From  a  specimen  copy,  executed  l)y 
young  Goodwin,  and  dated  April  30, 1792,  v,-e  should  judge  that  the 
scholars  of  that  school  made  one  valuiible  acquisition — that  of  a 
"handwriting,  which  has  even  now,  the  rare  merit  of  legibility. 

After  leaving  school,  Nathaniel  served  an  apprenticeship  in  the 
art  of  printing ;  for  two  years  with  oMr.  Obrient,  in  New^  Haven, 
and  for  three  in  the  ofBce  of  Chai'Ies  R.  and  George  Webster,  in 
Albany.  From  a  letter  written  by  E.  ^Y.  Skinner,  Esq.,  Libra- 
rian of  the  New  York  State  Library,  dated  Albany,  April  17, 
1856,  and  who  was  an  apprentice  in  the  same  office  at  the  time,  it 
appears  that  Mr.  Goodwin  exhibited  early  in  youth  those  traits  of 
character  and  manners  which  distinguished  him  in  after  life. 
"  Dui-ing  his  residence  in  this  city,  he  was  dihgent,  exemplory  imd 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  all  his  duties  ;  kind  and  titfectionate  to 
his  associates,  and  respectful  and  obedient  to  his  instructors.  His 
habits  were  good,  and  seemed  based  upon  fixed  moral  principle. 
Practical  good  sense  was  predominant  in  his  character,  assisted 
and  aided  by  study  and  observation.  He  was  plain  and  unosten- 
tatious, and  somewhat  antiquated  in  manner  and  habit ;  so  much 
so,  indeed,  was  this  peculiarity  observable,  as  to  give  to  him  the 
appearance  of  more  mature  age.  Yet  there  were  times  in  which 
he  would  indulge  in  mirtliful  sports  and  playfulness  of  mind ;  and 
particularly  in  manly  adventure  and  ingenious  strategy." 

On  leaving  the  Messrs.  Webster  in  1803,  they  addressed  to  his 
guardian  a  kind  letter,  from  which  the  following  passages  are  taken. 

"  Your  ward  Nathaniel  Goodwin,  had  previously  given  us  notice, 
that  his  apprenticeship  would  expire  on  the  5th  day  of  the  present 
month ;  and  that  he  had  been  requested  by  Mr.  Barber,  to  enter 
into  his  employmerrt  as  foreman  or  superintendent  of  his  printing 
office,  at  very  handsome  wages.  To  this  we  most  cheerfully  give 
our  approbation,  as  we  have  no  urgent  business,  and  i\Ir.  Barber 
is  very  much  pressed  in  getting  forward  the  journal  of  the  legis- 
lature and  other  public  printing. 

"  We  embrace  this  occasion.  Sir,  to  acquaint  you  liow  perfectly 
satisfied  we  have  been  with  the  general  g<X)d  conduct  and  de- 
meanor of  N.  Goo<]win  while  with  us,  and  that  in  our  opinion  tlds 
conduct  is  indicative  of  intrinsic  goodness  of  heart,  and  evi<l<  nco.s 
in  a  perspicuous  manner  how  anxious  he  hjis  been,  by  a  suitable 
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and  becoming  behavior  toward  us,  to  render  his  amiable  mother 
happy  and  give  entire  satisfaction  to  his  respected  guardian. 

"  Permit  us  to  add,  (and  we  feel  a  pleasure  in  doing  it,)  that  he 
leaves  us  a  master  of  the  art  of  printing — acquired  by  assiduous 
attention  to  business  during  his  apprenticeship — a  young  man  of 
handsome  talent,  pleasing  manners,  and  correct  morality.  That 
his  future  life  may  be  happy  and  prosperous  is  our  most  sincere 
prayer." 

For  this  gratifying  exhibition  of  conduct  and  character,  much  is 
due  to  the  watchiul  interest  taken  by  his  guardian,  Capt.  Barnard, 
in  the  moral  and  intellectual  improvement  of  his  ward.  His 
letters  addressed  to  him  while  at  Flainfield  and  Albany,  are  full 
of  urgent  and  judicious  advice  as  to  tlie  employment  of  his  time 
and  the  formation  of  good  habits. 

"  So  important  do  I  deem  a  right  improvement  of  your  time  and 
talents,  that  you  must  accept  from  me  a  frequent  repetition  of  ad- 
vice on  these  points.  *  *  Let  my  years  and  expeiience,  as 
well  as  duty  and  inclination  advise  you,  not  to  be  deterred  by  rain, 
nor  snow,  nor  hail,  nor  wind,  nor  frown,  nor  flatten,',  nor  false 
amusements,  nor  ideal  pleasures,  for  a  day,  from  laying  a  virtuous 
foundation  in  youth  on  a  rock  which  can  not  be  shiJ-icii."  "  Yours 
is  the  seed-time  of  life,  if  you  sleep  now,  you  can  have  no  harvest." 
"  Practice  beneficence,  resolution,  perseverance,  and  self-denial. 
Fly  from  the  vices  you  are  inclined  to,  and  hold  last  to  the  virtues 
you  would  make  your  own." 

Mr.  Goodwin  did  not  pursue  the  business  of  printing,  for  which 
he  had  served  an  apprenticeship,  but  devoted  himself  to  teaching 
and  occasionally  to  commerce,  in  connection  with  his  brother 
James.  In  1814  he  was  appointed  deputy  collector  of  the  revenue 
for  the  fourth  colleetion  district  of  Connecticut;  and  in  1833 
received  a  commission  from  the  Surveyor  General  of  Connecticut, 
as  deputy  surveyor  for  Hartford  county.  He  had  been  for  years 
a  practical  land  sui'veyor,  wliich  he  had  mastered  by  himself; 
and  had  assisted  ^Ir.  Daniel  St.  John  in  making  a  survey  and 
map  of  the  city  of  Hartford,  which  was  published  in  182-i. 

IVIr.  Goodwin  held  many  important  public  trusts,  wliich  he  dis- 
charged with  exemplary  fidelity  and  to  the  universal  acceptance 
of  his  fellow-citizens.  He  wii^  elected  Tre^Isurer  of  the  City  of 
Hartford,  in  March,  1818,  and  annually  thereiifter  for  tkirty-tive 
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years,  till  April,  1<S53,  when  he  declined  a  re-election.  In  1835 
he  was  elected  Town  Treasurer,  and  held  the  office  till  he  declined 
are-nomination  in  ISo-i;  and  in  1833  he  was  a})poimed  County 
Treasurer,  and  held  the  office  till  1854,  when  he  resigned  the 
place,  and  declined  all  further  appointments.  From  1832  to  1833, 
he  held  the  office  of  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  probate  district  of 
Hartford,  and  for  several  years  afterwards  served  as  clerk ;  and  in 
addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  office,  he  performed  a  great 
pubhc  service  in  arnmging,  and  classifying  the  papers  of  the  office, 
in  making  out  full  alphabetical  indexes,  and  in  copying  out  par- 
tially obhterated  pages,  and  other  ways  contribuiing  to  the  pres- 
ervation and  convenient  consultation  of  these  important  documents. 
In  the  mean  time  and  from  a  very  early  period,  he  had  been  em- 
•  ployed  as  administrator  ui  settling  intestate  estates,  until  probably 
no  individual  in  the  community  had  had  so  much  to  do  with  the 
business  of  the  probate  office,  and  whh  the  city,  town  and  county 
records.  He  was  thus  prepared  for  the  prosecution  of  genealogi- 
cal inquiries,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  he  did  not  at  an  earlier 
day,  determine  on  preparing  his  memoranda  of  individual  and 
family  histories  for  publication. 

In  1845-  he  pubhshed  in  pamphlet  form  his  iirst  contribution  to 
genealogical  literature,  under  the  title  of  the  '•'Descendants  of 
Thomas  Olcott,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford^"  which  he 
dedicated  to  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society.  In  1849,  he  pub- 
lished Foote  Family:  or  the  Descendants  of  Nathaniel 
Foote,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Wethersfield"  And  from  the 
date  of  the  last  publication  projected  the  plan  of  a  series  of  works 
of  a  similar  character,  in  connection  with  a  history  of  the  towns  of 
Hartford,  Wethersfield,  and  Windsor,  in  the  preparation  of  which 
the  author  of  this  memoir  was  to  be  associated,  as  he  had  pre- 
viously been  in  preparing  the  introduction  and  notes  to  the  above 
mentioned  genealogies.  Warned  by  some  premonitory  symptoms 
of  ,a  serious  malady,  which  might  terminate  his  labors  before  the 
history  could  be -prepared,  he  determined  on  making  a  selection 
from  his  memoranda,  and  publishing  them  under  the  title  of 
"Genealogical  Notes,  or  CoNTRiiiCxiONs  to  the  Family  His- 
tory of  some  of  the  First  Settlers  of  Coaaecticut  and  Massachu- 
^  setts"  He  accordingly  selected  enough  as  he  thought  to  midce  a 
volume  of  four  or  five  hundred  pages,  and  Jil'ter  a  thorough  revia- 
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ion  commenced  their  publication,  but  had  not  proceeded  far  when 
be  wa^j  obliged  to  suspend  his  labors,  by  an  attack  of  sickness  from 
which  he  never  recovered. 

After  lingering  for  many  months  in  his  sick-room,  with  periods 
of  great  suffering,  which  he  bore  with  exemplary  patience,  and 
with  intervals  roo  of  assured  hope  that  he  might  again  resume 
his  favorite  studies,  he  died  on  the  29tli  of  IMay,  1855,  in  the  74th 
yeiir  of  his  age.  His  funeral  was  attended  by  a  large  concourse 
of  his  feUow  citizens,  who  entertained  for  him  the  highest  respect 
for  the  exempliiry  diligence  and  fidelity  vdth  which  he  had  dis- 
charged important  public  trusts,  and  for  his  industrious,  useful  and 
upright  life. 

In  an  article  published  in  the  Connecticut  Courant  on  the  day 
following  his  funeral,  Mrs.  Sigoumey  presents  the  following  dis- 
criminating estimate  of  the  character  of  Mr.  Goodwin  : 

"  All  his  services  for  the  public  were  discharged  with  incorrupt- 
ible fidelity,  and  a  diligence  and  punctuality  seldom  equalled. 
Neither  is  it  slight  praise  that  in  the  intercourse  gi'owing  out  of 
them,  with  people  of  varying  rank  and  occupation,  he  should  have 
been  enabled  to  ever  preserve  his  self-command,  and  steadnistly  to 
regard  the  rights  of  the  humblest,  and  to  treat  with  respect  the 
opinions  of  those  from  whom  he  differed. 

"  Antiquarian  tastes  had  the  predominance  in  his  mind,  and  the 
genealogical  works  he  has  been  induced  to  give  to  the  press,  are 
models  of  persevering  research  and  accurate  arrangement.  Even 
his  chirography  might  seem  correctly  to  symbolize  his  character — 
plain,  neat,  upright,  perfect  in  punctuation,  rejecting  all  factitious 
flourish,  and  as  legible  as  the  clearest  typography. 

'  "  In  his  household,  as  well  as  in  the  community,  his  judgment 
was  revered,  and  the  authority  of  his  example  invariably  upheld 
useful  employment,  and  solid  comfort,  as  opposed  to  vain  ostenta- 
tion or  the  sway  of  fickle  fasliion.  His  whole  life  was  miirke<l  by 
that  avoidance  of  display ;  that  freedom  from  the  pride  of  wealth ; 
tliat  regard  for  honest  -  industry,  which  ought  to  take  high  rank 
among  the  virtues  of  a  republic,  intervroveii  as  they  are  with  its 
stability  and  health.  He  was  conspicuous  for  "  a  sound  mind  in  a 
sound  body;"  for  the  love  of  order  and  the  s[)iric  of  peace. 

"  Venerable  neighlx)r  and  friend,  we  lay  thee  in  thy  grave  at  this 
last  vernal  sunset,  not  without  sorrow.    Thou  wert  one  of  the  few 
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representatives  of  a  race  rapidly  vanishing  away,  who  illustnitctl 
the  virtues  and  the  manners  of  the  olden  time:  Peace  to  thy 
stainless  memory.  We  think  of  thee  now,  iis  with  that  Saviour,  to 
whom  in  truth  and  humility  thou  didst  conmiit  tliine  everlasting 
trust." 

Mr.  Goodwin  was  one  of  the  original  incorporators  of  the  Con- 
necticut Historical  Society,  although  he  seldom  met  with  its  mem- 
bers. He  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  Vice-President  of  the 
New  England  Historic- Genealogicid  Society — whose  appreciation 
of  the  deceased  was  expressed  in  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  New  EugUmd  Historic-Genealogical  Soci- 
ety, held  August  1st,  1855,  the  followmg  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

"Whereas  we  have  heard  of  the  decease  of  Hon.  Nathaniel 
Goodwin,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the 
Society.  Therefore, 
Resolved,  That  we  deeply  regret  the  loss  the  Society  has  sus- 
tained in  the  death  of  a  most  useful,  active  and  valuable  member, 
and  we  heartily  sjTiipathise  with  the  family  and  rehitives  in  their 
severe  affliction.  « 

^Resolved,  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  request  the 
family  to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  Society,  or  for  publication  in 
the  Genealogical  Register,  the  leading  facts  and  incidents  of  his 
life. 

^Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  foi*ward  a  copy 
of  these  proceedings  to  the  family  of  the  deptirted.

Mi,  Goodwin,  from  his  habits  of  patient  and  persevering  indus- 
try, from  his  official  familiarity  with  early  records,  and  from  his 
grateful  admiration  of  the  character  and  services  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Connecticut,  was  admirably  fitted  for  his  work.  Li  the 
introduction  to  his  genealogy  of  the  "  Foote  Family,"  he  thus 
expresses  himself  as  to  the  rewards  and  ultimate  aims  of  his 
labors. 

"  To  the  author,  the  labor  of  looking  through  the  dusty  and  fast 
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perishing  records  of  the  past,  has  carried  along  witli  it,  its  own 
sweet  reward.  Every  step  in  his  investigations,  lias  been  on 
some  fragment  of  reverend  history  which  has  exalted  his  admira- 
tion of  the  sufferings  and  services, — of  the  fai--sighted  policy,  the 
religious  devotion  and  public  spirit  of  the  founders  of  our  own 
little  State :  tind  he  will  feel  amply  honored,  if  his  labors  shall 
prove  in  any  measure  successfid  in  chiseling  deeper  the  inscriptions 
on  their  tombstones — in  renewing  the  memory  of  their  virtues 
from  oblivion,  and  in  brightening  the  links  which  connect  the  pres- 
ent generation  with  the  first  generation  of  New  England,  and 
thereby  infusing  a  larger  spirit  of  patriotism  into  the  hfe  of  to-day. 

"Our  researches  into  the  past  will  fail  of  their  true  import, 
unless  the  living  are  instructed  by  its  experience,  warned  by  its 
trials,  and  quickened  by  its  example."

OZIAS  GOODV/IX,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  was 
bom  about  159G,  as  in  16  74,  in  a  deposition,  Ozias  Goodwin  calls  himself 
aged  78  years.  He  was  a  brother  of  elder  William  Goodwin,  also  one  of 
the  first  settlers  of  Hartford.

1638,  the  la5t  week  of  March,  Mr.  Hopkins  and  Mr.  Goodwin  beins;  employed  to  trent  with 
Indians  and  make  sure  of  that  whole  tract  of  land  in  order  to  prevent  the  Dut.'h.  and  to 
accommodate  the  English  who  might  after  come  to  inhabit  here.  I  was  sent  with  them  as  an 
interpreter,  (for  want  of  a  better.)  AV'e  havinir  an  Indian  with  us  for  a  pruide,  aco,uaintf<i  the 
Indians  as  we  pa.ssed.  with  our  purpose,  and  went  a.s  far  as  about  Xarwoke  before  -ve  staved  ; 
coming  tither  on  the  sixth  day  we  gave  notice  to  the  Sachem  and  the  Indians  to  meet  there 
on  the  second  day  that  we  might  treat  with  them  all-together  about  the  busine-s :  accord- 
ingly on  the  second  day  there  whs  a  full  meeting,  (as  themselves  said)  of  all  the  Sachems, 
old  men  and  Captaynes  from  about  Milford  to  Hudson's  River:  after  they  had  undersroc^- 
the  cause  of  our  com-iug  and  had  consulted  with  us  and  amoncrst  themselves,  and  that  as 
solemn  a  manner  as  Indians  u«e  to  do  in  such  cases,  they  did  with  an  unanimous  cou-scnt 
express  their  desire  of  the  lincrlish  friendship,  their  willingness  the  English  should  comr  to 
dwell  amongst  them  and  pVoofs  that  they  did  give  and  surrender  up  all  their  land  to  the 
English  Sachems  at  Connecticut,  and  hereupon  presented  us  with  two  parcels  of  wari:pum, 
the  lesser  they  would  give  us  for  our  mes-age,  the  greater  they  would  send  us  a  preoont  to 
the  Sachems  at  Connecticut,  it  being  not  long  after  the  Indian  conquest,  and  the  u-ar  of  the 
English  being  then  upon  them  ;  it  being  moved  amongst  them  which  of  th^tn  woui  1  go  up 
■with  us  to  .signify  this  agreement  and  to  present  their  wampum  to  the  Sachem.s  at  Connec- 
ticut, at  last,  "iVaurrhan  and  "VVouwequsrkpeanast  off.-red  them^^elves  .and  were  murh  ap- 
pUuded  by  the  rest  for  it ;  accor^lin^'ly  these  two  Ind:an>i  went  up  with  us  to  Hartford  •  not 
long  after  there  was  a  commi'ttee  in  -Mr.  Hooker"s  barn,  the  meeting  house  then  not  huyided, 
where  they  two  did  appear  and  presented  their  wampum,  and  I  remember  1  went  out  and 
attended  the  business  no  farther ;  so  that  what  was  further  done  or  what  wririnirs  there 
were  about  the  business  I  cannot  now  say,  but  I  suppose  if  s<.-arch  be  made,  ^on;eth'n:r  of 
the  business  may  be  found  in  the  (contents,  minutes  or)  p.ipi-rs  of  the  Court :  aii'i  1  bun;

and  that  they  had  all  agreed  to  reauevoas  at  Branford  the  next  i-.ay,  (Ihurslav.)and  that 
they  should  tarr>'  in  town  thr^r  night :  they  then  dispersed  to  diilereut  parts  of  tLe  town  for 
lodging.  In  the  evening,  advice  was  received  that  Mr.  Ingersoll  was  on  the  road  to  this 
place, — that  he  would  bo  in  town  nest  liay,  and  that  he  intended  to  apply  to  the  a«.-^mbly 
for  their  protection :  and  it  being  conjectured  that  he  might  come  to  town  in  the  nizht,  td 
shun  the  mob,  (who  he  hear  !  were  on  their  way  to  pay  him  a  vi.-;t.)  it  was  sgi-e<'d  th;it  a 
watch  ."Should  patrol  the  streets  aU  night,  to  prevent  his  coming  in  unnoticed,  but  they 
made  no  discoveries.  On  Thursday  morning,  the  whole  body  (including  a  con.-idera'rpie 
number  from  this  town,  )  .set  ou  on  the  intended  especUtion,  and  in  ahour  an  hour,  met  .Mr. 
IngersoU  at  tlie  lower  end  of  Wetherstieid.  and  let  him  know  their  bu.sines5-  He  at  -first 
refused  to  compiy  :  but  ir,  was  ia-.iited  upon  that  he  should  resign  his  oiSce  of  stamp  mas- 
ter, 50  disagreeable  to  his  countrj-mcn.  Alter  many  proposals,  he  dpUvere<i  the  resignation 
mentioned  below,  which  he  read  himself  in  (he  hearing  of  the  whole  company.  He  wa^ 
then  desired  to  pronounce  the  ^-qt'Is.  Liberty  and  Property,  thn?e  times.  whi"h  he  having 
done,  the  whole  body  gave  three  cheers.  Mi-.  Ingersoll  then  went  to  a  raver?!,  and  dined 
with  several  of  the  company.  Aft.^r  dinner,  the  company  told  Mr.  Ingersn!],  as  he  was 
>>ound  to  Hiinford,  they  would  >^;cort  him  there,  which  they  did  to  the  number  of  live  hun- 
dred persons,  cn  horsei.'ack.  Afn^r  th'ey  amved  in  town,  Mr.  Ingersoll  again  read  his  resig- 
nation in  pubhc,  when  three  huzza.s  -^ere  given,  and  the  whole  company  immediately  dis- 
persed, without  making  tiio  les^t.  discurbance.

riEST  GENERATION. 

General  ROBERT  SEDGT\^CK,  of  Cliarlestown.  Mass., 
and  one  of  the  first  or  early  settlers  of  that  town,  was  married  in 

England,  to  .    [Al\er  his  death,  she  was  mairied  to  Rev. 

Thomas  Allen,  Pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Norwich. 
England,  formerly  teacher  of  the  Church  in  Charlestow"n  from 
about  1639,  to  1651,  when  he  returned  to  England,  by  whom  she 
had  no  children.  She  was  his  second  wife.  He  died  September 
21,  1673,  aged  65.*] 

Gen.  Robert  Sedgwick  died  at  Jamaica,  W.  I.,  May  24.  1 656-1 


♦History  of  Charlestown,  by  Richard  Frothingham,  jan.,  Esq. 

t  Robert  Sedg^vick  was  one  of  the  most  diitincmished  men  of  hi?  time.  The  family  is 
supposed  to  have  sprun;;  from  the  northern  counties  of  En;rland.  Johnson  furnishes  the 
earliest  notice  of  Mr.  Sedgwick,  ■n-ritinz  that  he  was  nursed  up  in  London's  artillery  <rar- 
den,"  and  '•  was  stout  anil  active  in  »U  feats  of  war.  '  He  was  admitteJ  an  inhabitant  of 
this  town  June  3,  lt>3fj  :  a  freeman  in  1G37,  and  this  year  chosen  representative,  and  Sf^verai 
times  afterwards.  He  was  also  selectman,  and  often  entrase"J-  iii  town  busine-s.  He  wa.« 
probably,  a  merchant,  and  on  occasion  of  selling  his  goods  too  hi;rh.  was  admonished.  ( 1639.) 
by  the  Court,  to  take  heed  of  oppression.  He  was  the  captain  (I*j36)  of  the  first  -  trained 
band"  of  this  tO'Aii.  the  first  major  (1644)  of  the  Middlesex  re^jiment.  and  elected  major 
general  May  26,  1652.  In  1641,  lt>45,  and  164S.  he  commanded  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Artillery  Company,  and  in  1C41,  the  Cattle.  In  lti4-5.  he  had  a  commissifm  to  take  care  of 
the  fortifications  of  the  town,  and  to  keep  it  and  the  harbor  "  from  all  hnsnle  and  mutinous 
attempts  or  insurrections.""  He  was.  among  other  duties,  directed  to  have  always  in  readi- 
ness "a  barrel  of  powder  for  every  six  pieces  of  ordnance,  ^vith  twelve  shot  and  five  pound 
of  match,  if  any  ships  in  the  harbor  shall  quarrel  and  shoot  one  another;  whereby  rhe 
people,  or  hoiu^s  may  be  en<langereiJ." 

Previous  to  July  1,  1654,  General  Sedgwick  had  visiteil  EnirLand,  and  engaged  in  the  ser- 
vice of  Cromwell,  as  commander  of  a  contemplated  expeiiition  against  the  Dutch  at  New 
York.  In  a  letter  to  the  Protector,  of  this  date,  Sedgwick  informed  him  of  his  aiTiva!  here, 
and  of  his  proceedings  ;  namely,  that  in  fourteen  days  he  had  victualled  his  shij'S,  and  in 
six  more  was  ready  with  nine  huudreii  foot  and  a  company  of  hor.-«,  to  act  azainst  the 
enemy,  when,  June  1,  news  of  peace  arrived:  and  that  commissioners,  at  a  mettiug  in 
Charlestown,  June  17.  had  determined  to  employ  the  force  against  the  French  forts  in 
>'ova  Scotia.  Sedgwick  sailed.  July  4.  16-54.  from  Boston,  -with  a  tieet.  consistinL'  of  the 
Augustine,  Church,  Hope,  and  a  Ketch  :  arrival  at  St.  John's,  a  strong  fort,  on  tiio  14'h  : 
captured  it  on  the  iTth,  then  took  Port  Royal  and  another  French  fort,  and  sailed  for  Pis- 
cata(iua. 

Though  the  General  Court  que.^tioned  General  Sedgwick's  authority  for  "Joiucr  thi-.  yet 
such  vigorous  action  was  so  acceptable  to  Cromwell,  that  the  next  year  he  was  appoint,  d  to 
an  important  service  in  the  West  Indies.  Jamaica  h;id  been  cajjtured ;  and  (je:ic-r;i!  S»  II'- 
wick  was  sent,  with  a  Heet  uuiii'r  his  orders,  with  rf-inforcements  for  the  army  under  ijeu'Til 
Venables.  He  sailed  from  Plymouth  July  11.  ;  and  arrived  at  i;;!rb.iU'H.-s,  Aa,'ust  'j.7, 
when  he  learned  that  "V'er.ables  had  met  with  .-i  repulse,  lo-ing  f<mr  hundred  men.  A  few 
extra^-ts  from  Se  I'^wick's  letters  show  the  state,  of  hi.-*  feelings.  Writing  to  Croiu  .veil,  Sep- 
tember 1.  16-55.  he  says  : — 

'•I  mu«t  coiifi'--.  I  cannf  t  bring  my  own  spirit  to  stand  and  consider  what  I  nuy  uiider- 
fitau'l  of  the  mind  and  will  ot  Cod,  and  wh.-it  he  speaks  in  so  loud  a  v<;ice  as  tiii-. '  I  ii;;ist 
conclude  this,  that  G<xl  is  righteous  in  his  pro<.'eeding>-.  to  curb  and  bring  lo<v  the  pride  of 
the  sons  of  men."' 

The  same  letter  concludes  in  the  following  maimer  : —

of  God,  that  I  intended  in  this  employment,  and  I  hope  he  will  yet  own  us.  Our  condIticn> 
I  am  confident,  i.s  often  rememlj^^red  by  you  in  your  approaches  to  Ileaven,  and  I  hope  wiU 
yet  be.  Religion  and  God  wa^  pretended,  and  I  question  not  intended,  and  I  kno-y  must 
now  be  attended,  if  we  prosper.  Let  your  highness  be  pleased  to  pardon  my  boldness  and 
prolixity.  I  thank  Gf^d  my  prayers  are  for  you,  .and  that  the  GchI  of  wisdom  and  CTuce  may 
yet  own  you  in  your  i^o  many  weiirhty  alTairf ,  that  you  may  be  a  bles-ing  to  your  generation, 
and  serriceable  to  Christ,  and  to  his  people.

General  Sedgwick's  letters,  [in  Thurloe's  State  Papers.]  lonjr.  able  and  interesting,  present 
a  Tivid  Tiew  of  the  difficulties  he  had  to  encounter.  "  The  truth  is  ''  he  writes  the  Protec- 
tor, November  5.  165-5,  God  is  angrj",  and  the  plagnie  is  begvm,  and  we  have  none  to  stand 
in  the  gap."  "  Sir,  you  cannot  conceive  u.s  so  sad  as  we  are,  broken  and  scattered,  God 
rending  us  in  twain,  a  senseless  hearted  people,  not  affected  with  his  dealinsrs  towar'ls  us." 
There  was  the  evil  of  a  divided  command.  A  council  for  managing  the  affairs  of  the  island 
was  formed,  of  which  Sedir^vick,  appointed  commissioner  by  Cromwell,  was  one,  an^l  Gen- 
eral Fortesque  was  president.  The  latter  soon  fell  a  victim  to  the  climate.  At  this  time 
General  Sedgwick  made  two  requests  to  the  Protector: — 

"  One  is.  if  God  spsire  me  life,  that  your  highness  would  be  pleased  to  permit  me  to  come 
to  England.  But  I  am  not  very  solicitous  in  that,  sometimes  thinking  that  another  place 
will  be  my  portion,  before  I  may  hear  again  from  your  highness. 

"  The  other  petition  is :  I  left  behind  me  a  de{ir  and  religious  wife,  who  through  grace 
hath  much  of  the  fear  and  knowledge  of  God  in  her.  I  have  also  five  children,  to  me  dear 
and  precious.  I  would  only  by  thi-',  that  your  hicrhness  would  cast  one  thought  towards 
them  ;  that  whatever  hazard  or  hardship  I  may  go  through,  yet  my  relations  may  not  be 
forgotten.  I  only  expect,  what  your  highness  was  pleased  to  promise  me,  that  she  may  not 
be  troubled  in  obtaining  it  in  such  sea.sons,  as  may  tend  to  her  comfort."' 

Gen.  Sedgwick  renews  the  latter  request. — in  relation  to  his  pay. — to  Cromwell"s  .secre- 
tary, Thurloe,  in  letters  dated  Novemb^T  7.  and  November  12. 166o;  remarking.  ■•  the  truth 
is,  my  heart  and  spirit  are  in  a  confusion,  and  (1)  think  ic  may  sometimes  fini.*h  my  few 
<Lays  I  have  here  to  be.''  His  presentiment  proved  true.  So  far  from  gninting  his  request 
to  return,  the  Protector  sent  him  a  commission  to  command  the  army.  "  He  never  enjoyed 
himself,"  writes  one  of  his  of&cers.  "after  he  received  his  commission,"'  but  as  was  appar- 
ent to  aJl  men,  from  that  time  lost  much  of  freedom  and  cheerfulness.''  He  died  May  24. 
1656. 

Charlestown  has  cause  to  remember  the  public  spirit  of  General  Sedgwick.  He  took  a 
warm  interest  in  its  welfare ;  and  either  as  selectman,  representative,  or  a  member  of  an 
important  committee,  was  constantly  in  its  service.  He  was  an  enterprising  merchant,  as 
we  find  him  buildmg  wharves  on  the  «hore  east  of  the  old  ferry-ways,  carrjin^  on  a  brew- 
ing establishment,  building  the  old  Tide  Mills,  and  interested  in  the  Iron  Works  at  Lynn. 
He  was  zealous  in  disciplining  his  company, — freely  spending  time  and  money.  Jchnnon 
says,  for  this  purpose.  The  train  band  manifested  their  feelings  towards  him  by  the  grant, 
somewhat  irregularly,  of  a  piece  of  land,  which  the  town  to  gratify  the  major,"  confirm- 
ed. His  residence  was  in  the  market  place,  now  the  square,  near  the  site  of  the  Bunker 
Hill  Bank. 

Robert  Se<Jgwick  was  a  representative  of  the  liberal  Puritans  of  early  N'ew-England. 
Religion  wa.s  in  all  his  thought-;,  and  rat  he  openly  opposed  the  prevailing  intolerance.  Hi^ 
regard  for  education  is  seen  in  hi.s  gifts  to  the  College.  He  was  ''a  very  brave,  zealous  and 
pious  man,"'  "beloved  and  esteemed  by  all."'  Ayk'sbury,  June  25,  1655,  in  Thurloe,  Vol. 
IV.,  p.  604.  "He  was  truly  a  religious  man.  and  o'f  the  rnost  innocent  conversation  I  ever 
accomparued.  '    (ilistor>-  of  Charlestown.  by  Richard  Frothingham,  jun.,  Ksq.]

3In  Samuel  Sedgwick  was  in  the  city  of  London,  in  1657,  as 
appears  by  the  subscription  of  his  name,  as  a  witness  to  the  will 
of  Jonathan  Wade,  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  which  purports  to  have 
been  executed  in  that  city,  on  the  17th  of  June,  1057,  and  was 
proved  before  and  approved  by  a  Court  of  Probate  held  at  Boston, 
July  8,  1686,  and  is  recorded  on  Suffolk  County  Probate  Records, 
Vol.  XL,  p.  40.  Next  after  said  Record  is  an  entry  of  the  follow- 
ing deposition :

WILLIA3I  WHITING,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Hartford, 
is  mentioned  in  the  liistories  of  this  country  a?  early  as  1632  or  3. 
Between  1G31  and  1633,  ''The  Bri^^tol  men  had  sold  their  interest 
in  Piscata<|ua.  to  the  Lords  Say  aivJ  Brooke,  George  "Wyllys  and 
WiUiara  Whitiug,  who  continned  Thomas  biggin  their  agent,  k-c." 
Mi\  Whiting  retained  his  interest  in  Piscataqua  till  his  death. 

He  was  ''one  of  the  most  respectable  of  the  settlers  in  163 5" — 
"one  of  the  ci^'il  and  religious  Fathers  of  Connec'icut,"  a  num  of 
wealth  and  education,  styled  in  the  records  ''A\'illiani  Wiiiting, 
Gentleman."  In  1642  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  Magistrates; 
1^41,  Treasurer  of  the  Colony,  which  office  he  retained  till  his 
death.  In  1646  "a  plot  was  laid  by  Sequasson,  Sachem  of  the 
Naticks,  to  kiU  Governors  Haynes  and  Hopkins  and  ]Mr.  Whiting, 
on  account  of  the  just  and  faithful  protection  vvhich  these  gentle- 
men had  afforded  to  Uncas.  The  plot  v/as  made  known  by  a 
friendly  Indian  and  the  danger  averted." 

He  bore  the  title  of  Major  in  1647.

William  Whiting  represented  Hartford  in  the  General 
Court  from  1710  to  1715,  and  was  Speaker  in  1714.  In  1603, 
he  went  as  Captain  of  a  company  of  Whites  and  Indians  to 
Elaine.  In  1705  he  held  the  rank  of  Major.  In  1709  he  bore 
the  rank  of  Colonel,  and  led  a  body  of  horse  and  infantry  into  the 
county  of  Hampshire,  Mass.,  to  repel  the  French  and  IndiaiL<.
